Remember lonely during holiday

Low bid for historical park 


Drunken drivers will 
pay police cost in ‘92

Beware New Year’s Eve re- 
velers, if you are arrested on 
drunken driving charges in 
1992 -the book thrown at you 
could be your own checkbook. 

Changes in state drunk driv- 
ing laws may also find area po- 
lice officers 

spending much more time 
in court testifying regarding 
drunk driving arrests. 

The new scenario was un 
veiled Monday night, when Ro- 
mulus City Attorney Barry A. 
Seifman told city council mem- 
bers that in addition to costlier 
fines, drunk driving offenders 
will also be picking up much of 
the cost of the investigation. 

With the increased costs 
(via fee payments) and an ac- 
celerated date of license sus- 
pensions, Seifman said a 25- 
percent increase in drunk 
driving jury trials could be an- 
ticipated. 

Prior to the new state law 
effective Jan. 1, defendant’s li- 
cense suspensions would be- 
gin on sentencing dates rather 
than the new date- the day the 
plea is entered. 

Repeat violators will be 
treated even more harshly 
than before, the attorney 
stated. 

Court caseloads will be- 
come even heavier, the city at- 
torney said, as before a first 
offender’s case might be han- 
dled with five minutes of court 
time. Now with expected 
heavy jury trial requests that 
time will jump to about 10 
hours per-trial minimum. 

In preparation for the law 
changes, council members ap- 
proved a new set of fees a con- 
victed defendant will pay in 
addition to a fine and other 
penalties. 

The purpose of the fee 
schedule to “to provide a stan- 
dardized schedule of fees to be 

assessed under the local ordi- 
nance.. .allowing for a fair and 
reasonable recovery of direct 
costs incurred in the arrest 
and prosecution of intoxicated 
or impaired drivers found 
within the city.”

• Personnel costs- 
arresting officer (average 
four man hours at $16.75 per 
hour or total of $67). 

• Breathalyzer operator- 
average one hour --$18. 

• Court appearances (four 
hours at 1 1/2 times rate of 
pay) or $100 per police offi- 
cer and $120 per sergeant. 

The following material 
and administrative costs 
were also OK’d: 

• Chemical analysis 
(blood or urine) $135. 

• Breathalyzer/PBT mate- 
rials $5. 


• Court administrative 
costs $10. 

In the event that firemen 
are called, the following 
Fire Department costs were 
approved. 

• Firefighter/EMT at $11 
each (six on each run) or a 
total of $66. 

• Equipment charges in- 
cluding $100 per rescue van, 
$150 per engine-pumper run 
and $100 per ladder truck 
run. 

• Materia ls--namely 
emulsifiers and absorbents 
as required per fuel spill, 
$ 20 .

Canvassers denied 
permit by council

A request by the Michigan 
Citizens Lobby for a no fee 
permit was rejected Monday 
night by members of the Ro- 
mulus City Council. 

Councilmen complained the 
undated letter from MCL was 
received, but when attempts 
were made to contact J. Rich- 
ard Blakeney Jr., listed as the 
Ann Arbor Canvass Director, 
the city was told he no longer 
was with the group. 

In the letter, the MCL said 
their representatives planned 
a door-to- door membership 
drive from December 1991 
thru June 1992. The times lis- 
ted in the letter were from 4 to 


9 p.m. on weekdays and from 
11 a.m. to 4 p.m. on weekends. 

Several councilmen said the 
claim that the group "cour 
teous and friendly canvassers” 
often were college-age adults, 
who many times “tried to im 
pose their ideas on others” 
and often refused to accept 
checks as donations, often de- 
manding cash. 

Since no one appeared to 
speak on behalf of the group 
Monday night to discuss the is- 
sues being canvassed, the 
councilmembers voted 6-1 
against the approval of the 
permit. Councilman Jimmie 
Rasbberry cast the dissenting 
vote. Raspberry said First 
Amendment rights blocked 
him from opposing the can- 
vassing efforts.

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Charities find more people at their doors

A combination of an eco- 
nomic downturn and cutbacks 
in aid have prompted an in- 
crease in people seeking help 
from volunteer agencies in 
western Wayne County. 

“Last year the Belleville 
Area Goodfellows organiza 
tion was responsible for mak 
ing Christmas a littler brighter 
for 300 families in the 
Belleville-Van Buren Towns- 
hip area. We provided turkeys, 
fresh food and an abundance 
of staples. In some case, such 
things as Christmas trees, dec- 
orations, warm clothing and 
payment of utility bills,” said 
Goodfellow President Paul 
Nerswick. “But the neatest, of 
course, is that every child re- 
ceived toys from Santa.” 

Goodfellows began their 
newspaper sale last week. 

“We have many volunteers 
working for the organization 
this year. For example, Van 
Buren Township Police will 
not be hosting a children’s 
Christmas party this year, and 
monies usually spent for the 
party will be contributed to 
the Belleville Area Good- 
fellows,” Nerswick said, noting 
that volunteers from the Be- 
lleville and Van Buren Towns- 
hip police and fire 
departments plus elected offi 
cials and residents have been 
participating in the fund 
raising drive. 

Individuals who wish to 
send contributions to the 
Goodfellows may send them to 
the Belleville Chamber of 
Commerce, 116 Fourth St., Be- 
lleville, Mich. 48111. 

“We expect to serve more 
people this year because un- 
employment, layoffs and cut 
backs in public assistance 
have swelled the number of 



needy people in the state,” 
said Lt. Heidi Smith of the 
Norwayne Corp Center of The 
Salvation Army. “We don't 
have an estimate on the nu- 
mber of people we will serve, 
but we do expect an increase 
from past years. As we become 
more known in the area more 
people contact us for help.” 

The Norwayne Corps has 
served Westland, Wayne and 
Romulus for three years.

Smith noted that applica- 
tions for assistance are being 
taken at the Norwayne Corps 
office at this time. Applica- 
tions that are received before 
Friday will be sent to The Sal- 
vation Army headquarters and 
checks will be made out to eli- 
gible applicants to enable 
them to purchase food at 
Farmer Jack and toys at 
Kmart. After Dec. 6, those who 
apply will receive food bas 
kets. 


“We’ve been hit very, very 
hard. We’ve had a big increase 
in people needing food, but 
not a comparable increase in 
donations,” said Toni Hunt, 
who heads the Belleville Food 
Closet at the United Methodist 
Church of Belleville. “Our cup- 
boards are almost as bare as 
Mother Hubbard’s cupboard, 
and we continue to have peo- 
ple come in seeking help.” 

A typical food bag from the 
Belleville Food Closet in- 
cludes a box of cereal, canned 
meat and tuna, crackers, pork 
and beans, canned fruit and 
vegetables plus odds and ends 
of donated foods. If there are 
infants in the family, baby food 
is also included. 

“Donations of non- 
perishable foods can be 
dropped off at 417 Charles St., 
Belleville, between 9 a.m. and 
3 p.m. on weekdays, and 
pickups can be scheduled by 
calling 697 9288,” Hunt said. 

Major Robert Thompson, di- 
visional social services direc- 
tor of The Salvation Army, 
expects an increase of assis- 
tance applicants of 8 percent 
or more. 

Thompson noted that The 
Salvation Army recently com 
pleted a successful coat drive 
and has begun a second coat 
drive. 

"People can help by bring- 
ing donations of coats or 
canned goods to their local 
Salvation Army community 
center. Contributions can be 
made in the red kettles or 
mailed to 16130 Northland 
Drive, Southfield, Mich. 
48075-5218,” Thompson said. 

The annual red kettle col- 
lections began last week at 
malls, stores and street cor- 
ners. Red kettle donations pro- 
vide a major portion of the 
money used to fund the holi- 
day programs, according to 
Thompson.

In many cases, the least recog 
ni/ed victim of alcoholism is the 
alcoholic.

We also accept that society is 
victimized by alcoholism, so we 
enact laws to deal with alcohol 
related problems, such as limit 
Ing the legal purchase age or 
restricting use of alcohol while 
driving. 

Seldom do we focus on the 
physical damage alcohol causes 
to the drinking Individual And 
often, the most ignored person is 
the non-aggressive, non abusive 
drinker who fulfills his or her 
responsibilities at work and at 
home. 

Long-term poisoning 

Abuse of alcohol destroys virtu 
ally every body system and func 
tion: the brain, the heart, the 
digestive system, the liver A one 
time alcohol overdose can cause 
immediate death by cardiac or 
respiratory failure. At the other 
end of the spectrum, steady 
drinkers who consume more 
than two beers, two cocktails, or 
two glasses of wine daily poison 



their bodies slowly over a period 
of years. 

Sometimes there Is no warning: 
early death or disability may 
result from the first episode of an 
alcohol Induced disorder 

When alcohol depresses brain 
function, it aiso masks pain, 
lulling the person into a false 
sense of health. Further, alcohol 
may hinder rational Judgment 
that allows an individual to 
recognize his or her own prob- 
lem Avoidance and denial are 
particularly easy when families, 
friends, and co workers don’t 
have reason to complain about 
abuse or irresponsibility.

Sentencing program could end crowded jails

A major alternative sen- 
tencing program that could 
help alleviate the over- 
crowded jail population and at 
the same time clean up area 
dirt and clutter is being pre- 
pared for Jan. 1. 

Thirty-fourth Judicial Dis- 
trict Judge Felix F. Rogalle 


told Romulus Mayor Beverly 
McAnally and members of the 
city council recently that the 
work program is an “alterna- 
tive to incarceration" effort 
that could impact as many as 
800-to-l,000 persons in a calen- 
dar year. 

Those accepted in the pro- 
gram would be supervised by 
personnel of the 34th District 
Court in cooperation with the 


Department of Public Works in 
Romulus. 

This program would replace 
involvement with the current 
Wayne County Work Program, 
which costs the city about 
$50,000 a year. 

Court subjects would pay 
$20 per day to be involved in 
this alternative plan and 
would be assigned duties that 
the local DPW neither has the 
manpower nor the inclination 


to perform, the judge said. 

The projects would include 
litter pickups on the streets, 
beautification projects and 
miscellaneous projects for !o 
cal church and charitable or 
ganizations. 

This plan will place no DPW 
jobs in jeopardy. Rogalle 
stressed, as the participants 
will only be working on jobs 
••beyond the manpower” of 
current DPW staff. 


Local Charities gear up 
to help needy families

A combination of an eco- 
nomic downturn and cutbacks 
in aid have prompted an in- 
crease in people seeking help 
from volunteer agencies in 
western Wayne County. 

Relief efforts are gearing up 
at the Norwayne Corps Center 
of The Salvation Army which 
serves Romulus, Wayne and 
Westland. 

“We expect to serve more 
people this year because un- 
employment, layoffs and cut- 
backs in public assistance 
have swelled the number of 
needy people in the state,” 
said Lt. Heidi Smith of the 
Norwayne Corps Center. “We 
don’t have an estimate on the 
number of people we will 
serve, but we do expect an in- 
crease from past years. As we 
become more known in the 
area more people contact us 
for help.” 

The Norwayne Corps has 
served the tri-community area 
for the past three years. 

Smith noted that applica- 
tions for assistance are being 
taken at the Norwayne Corps 
office at this time. Applica- 
tions that are received before 
Friday will be sent to The Sal- 
vation Army headquarters and 
checks will be made out to eli- 
gible applicants to enable 
them to purchase food at 
Farmer Jack and toys at 
Kmart. After Dec. 6, those who 
apply will receive food bas- 
kets. 

“We’ve been hit very, very 
hard. We’ve had a big increase 


in people needing food, but 
not a comparable increase in 
donations.” said Toni Hunt 
who heads the Belleville Food 
Closet at the United Methodist 
Church of Belleville. “Our cup 
boards are almost as bare as 
Mother Hubbard’s cupboard, 
and we continue to have peo 
pie come in seeking help." 

“Donations of non 
perishable foods can be 
dropped off at 417 Charles St., 
Belleville, between 9 a.m. and 
3 p.m. on weekdays, and 
pickups can be scheduled by ’ 
calling 697-9288,” Hunt said. 

Major Robert Thompson, di . 
visional social services direc 
tor of The Salvation Army, 
expects an increase of assis 
tance applicants of 8 percent 
or more. 

Thompson noted that The 
Salvation Army recently com- 
pleted a successful coat drive 
and has begun a second coat 
drive. 

“People can help by bring- 
ing donations of coats or 
canned goods to their local 
Salvation Army community 
center. Contributions can be 
made in the red kettles or 
mailed to 16130 Northland 
Drive, Southfield, Mich. 
48075-5218,” Thompson said. 

The annual red kettle col 
lection, which is a major holi- 
day fund- raising event, betgan 
last week at malls, stores and 
street corners. 

Goodfellows in western 
Wayne County communities 
will begin their fund- raising 
drives next week to ensure 
that there will be “no child 
without a Christmas.”

Fourteen employees of the 
General Motors Powertrain 
Transmission Plant in Yp- 
silanti face charges for dealing 
cocaine, mariujuana and Val- 
ium to fellow employees.

There- 
fore, we cannot say what the 
next step will be for the 14 sub- 
jects.” said U.S. Justice De- 
partment Assistant Attorney 
Elizabeth Fleming. “It would 


not be unusual that charges 
could be dropped and an in- 
dictment be sought” 

The arrests were the result 
of a year-long, in-plant investi- 
gation by the Michigan State 


Police and narcotics officers 
from the Narcotics Enforce- 
ment Team in Washtenaw and 
Livingston counties. The inves- 
tigation was launched after 
complaints of alleged drug 
sales were reported to a confi- 
dential plant security line.

Man sets self on fire in suicide attempt

A 43 -year -old Canton 
Township man was listed in se- 
rious condition at the Ann Ar- 
bor Burn Center after setting 
himself on fire during a sui- 
cide attempt early Monday 
morning. 

Canton Police were sum- 
moned to the man’s home at 
1:45 a.m. Dec. 2 after receiving 
a frantic phone call from the 
victim’s father. Police rushed 
to the scene and noticed 


smoke coming out of the front 
and side doors and the father 
beckoning to police from the 
front lawn, according to police 
accounts of the incident. 

The father told the officers 
that his son had set fire to him- 
self, and was burning to death 
in the kitchen. 

Police rushed in and found 
the victim lying in a pile of 
ashes and burnt clothing, still 
smoldering. The man was still 
breathing, but was in severe 
pain, according to police re- 
ports. 


Officers reported that in re- 
sponse to their questions, the 
injured man responded only, 
“I am the devil. I need to get 
the devil out of my body.” 

The Canton Fire Depart- 
ment arrived at the scene and 
Emergency Medical Techni- 
cians administered first aid to 
the victim. 

Med-Flight was summoned 
and transported the victim by 
helicopter to the Ann Arbor 
Burn Center. The man was 
taken by ambulance to Fiegel 


Elementary School where the 
helicopter could land safely. 

Fire Department officials 
estimated that the man suf- 
fered first, second and third- 
degree burns over 85 percent 
of his body. 

The father also received 
burns on the bottom of his feet 
as he tried to stomp out the 
flames on his son. The father 
had been asleep, and was 
awakened to the sounds of his 
son’s screams, according to po- 
lice reports. 


were apprehended and war- 
rants were issued for a 35-year- 
old Canton Township man and 
a 36- year-old Livonia man.

Westland police man mobile station at center 


For the fourth year, a rather 
inconspicuous trailer has qui- 
etly been towed into the park 
ing lot at Westland Center. 
Utility lines were connected to 
the portable white structure 
with the bright blue City of 
Westland logo and as the big- 
gest shopping day of the year 
approached, Westland police 
last week began operations 
from this mobile police sta 
tlon. 

According to Westland Po- 
lice Chief Michael Frayer, the 
command station provides a 
great deal of convenience for 
officers in the field and has al 
lowed far more efficiency of 
operations for the department. 

“The mobile station cuts 
down on the amount of time 
road officers are tied up pre- 
paring reports. With the mo- 
bile station, many arrests can 
be processed right there 
rather than taking time to 
travel to the police station. It 


keeps the officers patroling 
the hbavy shopping core on the 
road and provides much 
greater efficiency,’' the chief 
said. 

Westland Mayor Robert 
Thomas is proud of the mobile 
station and considers the facil 
ity important to the community 
and to residents from sur 
rounding areas who shop at 
the center. 

“It makes our shopping cen 
ter one of the safest any- 
where,’’ Thomas said. “I think 
we’re the only city that I’m ac- 
tually aware of that has a mo 
bile police station ” 

Frayer noted that the in- 
creased holiday shopping usu 
ally beginning the day after 
Thanksgiving brings increased 
crime. The shopping areas 
which attract more holiday 
crowds also attract crime, the 
chief noted, and the Westland 
department has taken several 
measures to help curtail and 


control the situation. 

Two officers are assigned to 
the mobile station every' day 

from about 2 p.m. until the 
shopping center stores are 
closed, Frayer said, although 
the public may not always find 
the mini station open and an 
officer at the desk. 

When paperwork is com- 
plete and the facility no longer 
needed, the officers are back 
on patrol, Frayer noted, and 
they do not stay just in the 
Westland Center area but 
travel to Meijer’s and through- 
out the heavy' retail develop- 
ment along Warren Road. 

The department also as- 
signs patrolmen from the traf- 
fic bureau and undercover 
individuals to the shopping 
areas, Frayer noted, and they, 
too, utilize the mini station for 
paperwork and processing of 
suspects. 

The expense of the mobile 


station is shared by the city. 
Westland Center and Meijer’s, 
according to Frayer, and the 
officers assigned to the duty 
are all on regularly scheduled 
overtime. 

“Crime is as much a part of 
the holiday season as shop- 
ping,” Frayer said. “We know 
it and we plan for it.” 

The station will remain 
open through Christmas Eve, 
Frayer said, and while the sta- 
tion can’t provide the services 
available to the public at the 
Ford Road station.

The 
childhood adage of stop, look 
and listen still rings true and is 
your best first line defense 
against becoming a statistic. 

If you are aware of the pos- 
sibility of danger, you will 
avoid the exposure to it. The 
following safety tips should 
also make you less vulnerable. 
Hopefully, we can all enjoy a 
crime-free holiday season.

An attitude 
adjustment 
is in order 

It really is that time of year. 

Take a look around. A real look. There are decorations 
on doors and in windows. Those traditional Christmas 
lights are blinking from windowsills and rooflines 
throughout the area. Retailers advanced the season to 
October this year, but now, everyone has caught up. It 
really is a time for peace on earth and good will toward 
men. Those colored lights and greenery adorned with red 
ribbons do have a significance many of us do not stop to 
consider. 

There is a deeper meaning to this season, no matter 
what religious discipline is followed. This is a time of 
caring. This is a time for demonstrating a spirit of charity 
and, above all else, a reaffirmation of hope. This is a time 
for celebration of the human spirit. 

Yes, the economic climate is exceptionally unpleasant. 
There is doubt and uncertainty in nearly every home. 
There are many who have had incomes reduced as times 
become even more difficult. There are the homeless, the 
destitute and those who rely solely on the charity of 
others. 

But that charity, like hope, does exist. There are so many 
i fine and good things happening in our small comer of the 
world. We cannot allow these times to obscure the reality 
of our situations. We cannot fall victim to the attitudes 
which seem so prevalent today. 

It is time for each and every one of us to evaluate our 
individual attitudes and our ability to sort out gossip and 
innuendo from fact. The prevailing winds of political dis- 
sent in our area have fostered a rush to believe the worst 
of people, sometimes to our own disservice. We would 
urge discretion in the rush to judgment of others. Because 
gossip and innuendo are easier and usually more fun to 
believe, we, as the faulted creatures we are, tend to relish 
; the social peccadilloes and failures of others. 

Politicians seem to be the most ill used of these targets. 
In our local communities, there have been attempted re- 
calls of six members of one city council, attempts at recall- 
ing three members of a school board and now the school 
board president is being threatened withrecall for her 
part in the improper firing of the superintendent of 
schools. And his reputation has been irrevocably damaged 
and impugned by the careless pandering to the baser in- 
stincts of those eager to demean and topple anyone in a 
position of responsibility. 

And if these types of political machinations are planted 
in the fertile soil of thwarted ambitions and diminished 
self-respect, they are fertilized and carefully tended by 
those who spread gossip and help in the proliferation of 
misinformation and scandal mongering which seems to 
accompany such actions. 

Could we not, as thinking, caring adults learn to exercise 
our power of reason and look with some doubt on the 
accusations of wrong doing heaped on those in the public 
sector? What is so lacking in our own lives that we relish 
the downfall of many people whose motives were only to 
serve their community or their schools or whichever other 
path they may have chosen with pure motives? 

While we certainly do not advocate the Pollyanna phi- 
losophy and have certainly done more than our share of 
pointing with alarm and calling to light actions we find 
questionable, we would like everyone to live by the rules 
which are forced, by law, on us as a newspaper. 

If you can’t prove it, you can’t repeat it. 

That might make for some very short conversations at 
many political activist meetings.

Board president 
defends actions 

To the editor: 

I fully recognize the fact 
that I am elected by the people 
to serve the people. I am also 
aware that current law allows 
for the recall of elected offi- 
cials. Therefore, the individ- 
ual who filed this recall 
petition was well within his le- 
gal right to do so and I will not 
waste any additional tax dol- 
lars, precious court time or 
other resources to stop or stall 
what the people are legally en- 
titled to do. 

With regards to the recall 
language itself, it would seem I 
am being targeted for one vote, 
a vote in favor of raises for our 
teachers. There were many 
good reasons to vote for the 
contract, and I stated those at 
the meeting the night the con- 
tract was approved, but the al- 
ternative, a threatened 
teachers strike, seemed to be 
worse. I stated publicly at the 
board meeting that there was 
only one real, compelling rea- 
son to vote in favor of the con- 
tract that reason being that 
every day we entrust our most 
valuable resource to teachers, 
our children and to me that 
was reason enough. 

The recall petition speaks 
to millage elections and pro- 
gram cuts. For the past several

years I have been the only 
board member to ask tough 
questions about the financial 
condition of our district. 1 also 
voted against several of the 
millage proposals knowing 
that the amount requested was 
too high and it would be an ex- 
cessive burden on the tax- 
payers of this district. In light 
of the “surprise” $4.4 million 
surplus uncovered by audit 
sources, I would not hesitate to 
say that my votes against mill- 
age increases were right on 
target and best represented 
the needs of our community. 

When I first ran for board 
several years ago, I ran on a 
platform of “quality education 
for kids.” I still consider that 
my top priority. I do not think 
that shortened school days, 
dual principalships, elimina- 
tion of expressive arts classes, 
and other cuts that were ap- 
proved by the board and im- 
plemented by the 
superintendent stood for qual- 
ity education. That is why I did 
not vote in favor of these cut- 
backs. I have often stood alone 
against the administration and 
my fellow board members in 
the decision making process. 
These times have sometimes 
proven difficult but I have 


weathered the storm because 1 
believed in what I was doing. I 
have always cast my vote for 
what I think is in the best in- 
terest of the entire community 
(and I will continue to do that 
as long as I am a member of 
the board). I can live with my- 
self because of that and I 
firmly believe that the votes I 
have cast have had a positive 
impact on our community. I am 
confident that if a recall elec- 
tion is held against me that the 
public will remember my vot- 
ing record and know that 
(many times alone) I stood up 
for them. 

Finally, and most impor- 
tantly, recalls and other ac- 
tions that cause division in our 
community need to come to an 
end. While those persons who 
have filed recall language 
have the legal right to do so, 
they also have a moral obliga- 
tion to act in the best interests 
of our community. Further ac- 
tions of this type can only tear 
our district apart. It is time to 
heal the wounds of political 
dissent and to bring our com- 
munity together. Decisions 
have been made that some 
people do not agree with, but 
they have been made and are 
part of the past It is time to 
stop looking back and to move 
forward to implement those 
decisions in a positive manner. 
We must all start acting like 
adults, and most importantly 


as the role models that we are 
for our children. Isn’t that why 
we are all involved-for our 
children? We must put aside 
our petty political differences 
and put our children first or 
we will suffer the conse 
quences later.

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New security system

Motorists traveling through- 
out Michigan this winter will 
be as close as their car radios 
to receive the latest driving 
conditions. Last month, the 
Michigan State Police an- 
nounced a new Michigan State 
Police Travel Advisory Network, 
a 24-hour road condition re- 
porting service, broadcast 
through local radio and televi- 
sion stations. 

The department will utilize 
road reports from state police 
posts throughout the state and 
then make that information 
available to the media for re- 
broadcast purposes. 

“In the past, when winter 
weather hit, Michigan State 
Police posts were inundated 
with calls concerning driving 
conditions,” said Lt. Steve 
Brown, of the Michigan State 
Police Operations Section. “In 
many cases this would tie-up 
existing lines, not allowing 
emergency calls to come in. By 
having the public listen to 
their local radio and television 
station they can receive the 
same information in the same 
manner as they do school 
closings’-through the media.” 

The travel advisory network 
also is designed to free 
troopers and post personnel 
for other law enforcement as- 
signments and to get travel in- 
formation to travelers in a 
timely fashion. 

Last year, one out of every 
35 Wayne County car owners 
had their car stolen. And as 
victims of vehicle theft -now 
the fastest-rising property 
crime in the country according 
to the Federal Bureau 
Investigation’-they subse- 
quently incurred the financial 
burden of paying thousands of 
dollars to replace their stolen 
cars. 


But now, with the introduc- 
tion of Teletrac vehicle secu- 
rity service, Tri-County 
consumers can protect them- 
selves from the substantial 
monetary cost of replacing a 
stolen vehicle with a new one. 

“Teletrac service is far 
more conprehensive than the 
car security devices most of us 
are familiar with. Teletrac is 
not an alarm.

The service will extend north 
to Pine Knob, south to Flat 
Rock, west to Ypsilanti and 
wast to Lake St. Clair. 

Here is how Teletrac vehi- 
cle security works: The instant 
a car is hot- wired, a small ve- 
hicle locator unit hidden in 
the car will emit an emergency 
signal. This emergency signal, 
transmitted to the Teletrac 
Control Center in Farmington 
Hills, will alert Teletrac staff 
to locate the stolen vehicle and 
begin tracking the movement. 

Teletrac staff then contact 
the vehicle owner to verify the 
theft. Once the theft is con- 
firmed by the registered 
owner, Teletrac staff will es- 
tablish a three-way conference 
call with the police agency of 
jurisdication to file a police re- 
port. Even if the vehicle owner 
cannot be reached, the Tele- 
trac Control Center will notify 
the police agency of the uncon- 
firmed auto theft in progress, 


and work with the police for 
fast recovery. 

All law enforcement agen- 
cies throughout Wayne, Mac- 
omb and Oakland counties will 
have access to the information 
they need to dispatch patrol 
units to recover the stolen car 
and apprehend the thief. 
When a Teletrac-equipped ve- 
hicle is stolen, Teletrac will 
provide the police agency of 
jurisdication the color, year, 
make, body style, license nu- 
mber, street location and ap- 
proximate speed and heading 
of the vehicle. Information on 
the registered owner and au- 
thorized drivers will also be 
available. A number of agen- 
cies, such as the Michigan 
State Police, the Wayne, Mac- 
omb and Oakland County 
Sheriff Departments and the 
Farmington Hills Police De- 
partment, will receive the in- 
formation via Teletrac 
mapping software installed in 
their dispatch centers; others 
will receive the information by 
telephone. 

Teletrac vehicle security 
service is being used suc- 
cessfully by Southern Califor- 
nia and Chicago law 
enforcement officers to re- 
cover stolen cars, and Lankes 
report the accuracy and re- 
liability of Teletrac service 
prompted the company to in- 
troduce an exclusive New Car 
Guarantee. 

“Teletrac service is simply 
the best weapon Detroit con- 
sumers have to protect their 
cars from theft because it is 
the only vehicle security ser- 
vice that offers, 24-hour protec- 
tion,” Lankes said. “No other 
service offers consumers the 
assurance that if a car is stolen 
and not recovered, it will be 
replaced.

Sweet smelling 
Christmas memories 


Christmas is everyone’s favorite 
time of year. For most of us though, 
this festive season seems to come 
and go all too quickly. 

In mid-October, you’re in a plan- 
ning frenzy, and before you know it. 
all the excitement of Christmas has 
faded into a whirl of January white 
sales and ’’holiday catchup.’’ 

One way to extend the happy 
moments that make Christmas so 
enchanting is to make a batch of 
potpourri (a mixture of dried petals 
as in a sachet) out of the fresh roses 
you received as gifts or used to deco- 
rate your home this holiday season. 

It’s a fun family project that every- 
one can help with, and the sweet 
smelling finished product will 
remind you again and again of the 
joyous holiday season. 

To start your potpourri, collect 
the petals remaining on the rose 
stem before they turn brown Dry 
them until crisp on a screen, cookie 
sheet or any flat surface. 

Red. one of the prominent colors 
of the season, is also the single most 
popular rose color purchased in the 
month of December and when dried, 
red roses turn a lovely deep wine 
color. 

For each quart of petals you col- 


lect, add one tablespoon of fixative 
(an aroma additive)- dry lavender, 
oak moss, sandalwood or orrisroot 
are good choices and are available 
at many herb and spice shops or 
drug stores. Use the chopped form, 
not powdered. 

Next, stir in your favorite herbs 
and spices. Cinnamon, cloves, 
nutmeg, dried citrus peel and 
vanilla beans are popular additons. 
Finally add several drops of essen- 
tial oils. If you like, substitute your 
favorite perfume. 

Seal the finished potpourri in ajar 
and let it mellow for afcout 10 days. 
In order to properly blend the ingre- 
dients. shake the jar briskly every 
two days. 

As the months of the new year go 
by. continue collecting rose petals 
from the bouquets you receive for 
Valentine’s Day. birthdays, anniver- 
saries. Sweetest Day. Secretary’s 
Day or any time you buy or receive 
roses just for fun. Add the petals 
from these special occasions to the 
potpourri, along with additional 
spices as needed. Soon, you’ll have 
an overflowing and permanent 
keepsake of many good times.

The holidays will soon be upon us. 
bringing with them all the tempta- 
tions that the accompanying feasts 
and festive desserts contain. But, 
with a little bit of planning, these 
holiday treats can still be healthful 
and enjoyable. 

Many people tend to overindulge 
during the winter holidays. For- 
tunately, this “splurge” doesn’t 
have to affect your health too much, 
according to Zonya Foco, clinical 
nutritionalist at St. Joseph Mercy 
Hospital NutriCare. 

NutriCare is an outpatient nutri- 
tion counseling clinic- which pro- 
vides individualized nutrition 
counseling and programs. 

When referring to the holiday eat- 
ing, ‘Think of all the things you 
enjoy about the holidays. " Foco 
said. “Remember that becoming 
uncomfortably stuffed isn’t one of 
them. There is no reason to use the 
holidays as an excuse to overeat.” 

Foco has three suggestions for the 
holiday season: 

1. Listen to your stomach. Stop 


when you are satisfied. 

2. Enjoy visiting a little more. 

3. Incorporate exercise into the 
festivities. For example, recruit the 
family for a walk. 

In addition to eating less, simple 
substitutions in food preparation 
and choice can greatly cut down on 
fat consumption. 

One of the problems with fat is 
that it is loaded with calories. Fat 
holds over two times as many calo- 
ries as protein and carbohydrates. 


There are five grams of fat in a teas- 
poon of shortening. 

“In addition to fat being so highly 
caloric, metabolicaily speaking, our 
body would rather store it than 
burn it." Foco said. 

This storage leads to excess 
weight. 

A typical holiday meal, which 
includes turkey, gravy, vegetables, 
candied sweet potatoes and pie. can 
actually add up to 2.100 calories of 
which 47 percent of the calories are 
fat. 


This 110 grams is equal to 22 
teaspoons of fat. 

Besides weight gain, other health 
complications are caused by too 
much fat consumption, including 
an increased rate of heart disease 
and in increased rate of breast, 
prostrate and colon cancers. 

The following suggestions are 
offered to cut down on the fat con- 
tent in your meals without losing 
any of the taste: 

• Choose white meat from the 
turkey, and avoid eating the skin. 

• Whenever possible, substitute 
low fat margarine in recipes that 
call for butter or lard. 

• Skim fat from juices before mak- 
ing gravy. 

• Steam vegetables and serve 
them plain, rather than adding 
cheese sauce or cream. 

• Make pies with less sugar, low 
fat milk and egg substitutes.

“I recommend catalog shopping 
through either Popular Photography 
magazine or Modern Photography 
magazine.’* DeYonker said. ’’You'll 
find the lowest prices in these 
magazines. 

You don't have to be a professio- 
nal photographer to use a 35mm 
camera. Some makes and models 
require only the push of a finger, 
according to DeYonker. 

There are several autoload, auto- 
focus and autorewind cameras out 
there,” DeYonker said. “Most 
brands such as Nikon have auto- 
matic cameras available for $100 or 
less. The Canon Snappy costs about 
$79.” 

Parents thinking about buying a 
35mm camera for their teenager 
may want to consider the Chinon 
automatic which costs about $50. 
Other features to look for on an 
automatic camera include auto- 
matic exposure and built-in elec- 
tronic flash. 

For the more seasoned photogra-

4004,*' DeYonker said. ‘The body 


runs about $265 and the lens costs 
about $330.’’
